AN INSTRUCTIVE RESUME.

The Wealthy Trader Barbarously Btrangled
* 'While Bleeping—The Beautiful Ignoramus
Engnering the Young Merchant—Re-
covery of the Btolen Booty—Satanie
Treachery and Cunning of the Fe-
male Fiend—Her Eentence for
the Crime—Five Yoars
in the Penitentiary.

A remarkably Interesting trial of » woman for
murder has just closed in the Cook county Crimi-
nal Cours. The soclal position of the vietim, the
eircumatances of the deed and the mystery envel-
oping it hove all added to the general excitement
acoompanying such cases, till our city has been
looking with Intense Intercst at ite progress, and
awaited its conclusion with anxiety. The victim
‘was Calvert 1. Joun#on, of Cleveland, Ohio, son of
Beth W. Johnsom, & shipowner of immense wealth
< and lopfuence, and & man highly eateemed at his
homse. The son was a fine-looking, genteel, popus
lar young man, of remarkable business talent,
and generally respected for his pure char-
acler and many virtues, He was engaged
with s father in shipping and in
coal and grain speculations, and held considerable
property In his own right., He formerly was en-
gaged In hueiness in Bufalo, leaving there In
1889 and golng into & general partnership with his
father. Eoon miter the great fire he came to Ohi-
©0ago with s vessel bearing his own name, intend-
ing to buy a cargo of grain for shipment eastward,

- * and bearing on his person considerable money in

boonds, endorsed notes, checks and & leiter of
credit from a Cleveland bank for an unlimited
pum. During the confusion incldent upon the fAra
ho was unable to obtain rooms at 8 hotel as suited
his taste and habits, and was compeiled
to take lodgings in & tenement house
on  Madigson street, kept by & woman
named Boyce, his alleged murderess, He took nis
meals at the Sherman House, and was actively en-
gaged In epeculations on 'Change, buying and &ell-
+ ing, a8 14 supposed, to his advintage. He was In-
timately aseociated with several prominent busi-
ness men here, with whom he had large transac-
tions, On the morning of the 1st of December he
‘was ¥
FOUND DEAD IN HI18 BRD,
wilh marks of vielence upen his person. Upon
ki throat were discoloratiops, showing that a
band had been applled to it, and upon his slde was
a4 large brufse, as if made by & boot or assvere
blow from a fisr, Hie diamond jewelry, which was
very valoable, was undisturbed, and the papers
and corrency in the pocketbook. A drafc for
peveral hundred dollars was missing; also eleven
United States bonds of $500 each were missing.
Two bopas of the same ameunt were found,
badly matilated, in his boor. Notice was
given to tne Coroner by Mrs. doyce that a man had
died in her house suddenly, with considerable
property In his possession, and the body was re-
moved to the Morgue. She then went to the offices
of the dally papers and gave information that a
giranger, supposed to be from FPhiladelphia, had
been found dead in his bed, and publication was
made to that effect. 'The Coroner made & hasty
examination ol the body, found bis longs somewhat
congested, and npon bis testimony & verdict was
rendered by the jury at the inguest of death from
congestion ol the lungs. The matier camo to the
atteution of the Iriends of Mr. Johnson, and his
father wus telegraphed inteliigence of the sad
event. Upon lis arrival bhere, wiich was some
six days al.er the event, the jacl of the missing
bond. was discovered and the police ewployed to
truce them up,
MHES. BOYCE WAS INTERVIEWED
and severcly (}uemuned. who said that the de-
censed was an intimate iriend ol her husband in
Butulo: that sne had not s¢en im for twe years
until she met i on Madigon gtrest one mMorning ;
that they recognized ench other, and lie accolnpi-
nied her to her home, teliing her ol his diffcully In
finding lodging sccounpodutions ; that she offered
him @ nome with her, which he accepted, and an
intimacy immediately sprang ap. She sad that
the evelwing previous o his death he came in abont
eight o'clock, quite imtoxicated, complaining of
belng unwell and o sulfering irom a terrible pain
in bug cliest; that she gave lum someihiug neurish-
ing to eat and assisied nim o retiring ; tiat she sat

s bedside untd  he  siept, when
ghe leit the house, and did not re-
turn titl late in  the evening, whem she

retired. She [urther stated to the father of yeung
Johnson that she rose abont seven o'cleck in the
morning aud went to his room, lonnd the door
locked, and attempted to waken the sleeper by
rapping violently upen the paneis. No answer
wis given, aond she was Irigutencd. She then
burst |In the door and found him dead, with a
ghastly expression of the eyes and & frothy mouth,
She awakened the other ludgers, and alter cousul-
tation the police were motitied. She denled any
knowiedge ol the mouey he ssed, or that she
had anything that ever belonged to him, excegt
sume trinkets he had given her while alive. =he
projessed intense griel at his deuth, and sym-
pathuzed deeply with the mother, who was present,

10 Cleveland, and a thorough post-mortem exami-
nation wade by Professor Thayer, of Cleveland
Medical College, and nis  asgsistant.  Professor
18, ol the same Institution, made a minute
Bunysis of the Atomach, but fouud no traces of
poison, nor any evidence of the subject having
drank auythiog of an alcoholic charucter imme-
dlately previvas to g desth. Upon dissection it
wis lound that the deceased came to his dll&h}
ptrangulatien. All the vital ergans were healthy
except the lungs and brain, wmeh were shightl
congeated, and the windplpe, which wus filied wit
blovdy serum, and highly indamed ; the heart was
hall Biled with stagnant blood, showing that circu-
lation had ceased suddenly umi unnaturally ; there
were no traces of alcobol in the eramn or veins,
which was coutradiciory to the statement of the
Womnan—ihat he was “stupid drunk' when e went
o bed, The story of the doctors was that the biow
on the side produced a momentary inseosibility,
wien sliangulation was essy.
AUSPICIONS OF FOUL PLAY
were thus strengtiened, and the adetectives were
pot al work, Oficer Macy went to Mrs. Beyce's
house 4nd WOk rooms, e Lecame Intimate with
her, ghe responding to his advances without urging,
and he played npou her Memory 10 VAGIous Wiy s,
Becemnlng satisticd that she had the bonds, and
that she had obtsined them by the murder o young
Jolnxon, he convineed himsell of her character and
disposition by & neat little game. Taking a brother
detective o her rooms he tntroduced liim as a
gentleman from New Orleans, an accidental se-
quaintance whom he had invited up to spena the
evening, Liguor was prodoced, and the New
Orleans party got very drunk—apparently.

An old school-
fellow and mate was brought from Ircland to
testily to ber character, but wis not put upon the
stand lor fear the teatimony weuld be excluded, as
was that of & Buffalo gentieman who attempted to
tell of her career in that city. The lmparted wit-
ness was secured at a great expense to Mr. John-
gon, who has had the mystery pemetrated vo ite
oseible conflues and could  have told the
Jeurt an Interesting story.

ARSON IN BROOKLYN.

Avrest of a Hopeful Trio of House Burn=
ern=They Admit Having Burned One
Structure and Are Snspected of & Series
of Similar Crimes.

“When rogues fall out,” &e¢., the old axiom, has
been verified with regard to a trio of alleged house
burners in Brooklyn. David Dowd, a young man,
of rather questionable repute according to report,
enarged Irving Smith with having stolen a breast-
pin from bim, Detective Corr, of the Fourth pre-
cinet, arrested Smith, at which the latter grew re-
vengeful, and tursed upon the complainant, his
former comrade In crime, He stated to the de-
tective that Dowd and one Eugene Small had been
the incendlaries who fired the barn*belonging to
Mr. Ellis, on Dodworth street, the night before
election, November last. The loss occasloned
was upwards of three thousand  dodars.
He nlso sald that Dowd had admifted to
him that he had been engaged in burning several
structures. Among olhers was the bujding No.
1,008 Lafayette avenue, and also one in the street
where Dowd lives, near Bushwick avenue; one in
Hart street, near Broadway. Yesterday the pris-
onera were taken before Chief of Police Campbell,
at headguarters, where Dowd acknowledged that
he had set fire to the stable in question, but denled
any further participation In acts of lncendlarism.

by setting fire to the barn, he sald that there wos a
row of frame houses near by, and that if the wind
ghoulda blow that way the buildings wonld cateh
fire, when they eould rob the domiciiea. A nnmber
of incendiary lres occurred in Brooklyn and In #he
guburhs in November lnst, and the Bourd of Pollee
oifered a reward of §260 lor the apprelienslon of
the incendiaries.
